orporation Kali in frfurt" (Abteilung der Staatl. A.G. Kali Erfurt). 
The latter title is the new name assigned to the Kali SAG in January 1950. 
The plants listed in the ainex as assigned to the State Corporation Kali, 
Erfurt Branch, corprise all the Soviet-ovmed potash plants. Apparently 
then the Mali SAC, Kainit SAG, and Syilvinit SAG, the three organisations 
into which Soviet-owned potash ¢lants were formerly civided, have all 
been combined umicr the State Corporation Kali, 8rfurt Sranch. why this 
orranization is called "frfurt Branch" or "Department in "rfurt" is not 
clear, The acmiristrative center of the organization is in Berlin, where 
Sergei Dinitrievich Aksenov is general manager, Ilya Kvanovich Kochev is 
deputy cencral ranager, an. Sergei Yakovlevich Shevchenko is manager. The 
head of the Erfurt office is Granatov, (fnu); who succeeded fisulin ihen 
he returned to the U.S.3.%.
